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Status of the claims :- 

Claims 1-4, 14-19 are pending. 

Claims 1-4, 18 and 19 are in the elected group. 

The rejection of claims 1-4, 18 and 19 under 35 USC 103 over WO 99/03859 and WO 
00/42044 has been withdrawn as the arguments are convincing. 

The prior art does disclose the various hetero rings such as morpholine, pyridine , 
azetidine, piperizinyl or furyl, however there is no motivation for one of skill in the art 
to modify these to the specific the substitution represents an eventually 
"thiazolyl", "isothiazolyl" "benzothiazolyl", "oxazolyl", 
benzoxazolyl" or "isoxazolyl" group . 

Thus the rejection has been withdrawn. 

The Obvious type Double Patenting rejection over US 6995167, 61 10914, 6569865 , US 
200349065, US 2005250802 , US 20050176745 (1 1/51 1535) has also been withdrawn as 
applicants arguments are convincing. 

Thus the claims 1-4 and 18 and 19 are found to be allowable. 

The restriction between the group has been withdrawn however the claims 14-17 are not 
found to be allowable and are being cancelled by this examiners amendment as 
applicants had elected without traverse in the response filed 7/17/2006.
